GENERAL  REMARKS. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  or  plague  originated  on  or 
were  brought  to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  health  of  the  employees  continues  good.  The  number  of 
names  on  the  rolls  for  the  preceding  month  was  40,623. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
1,238,  a  rate  of  365.70  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  367.62  for 
the  preceding  month  and  484.12  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  22.  Of  these, 
18  died  from  disease,  or  5.31  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  3.26 
for  the  preceding  month  and  7.30  for  tne  corresponding  month  of 
last  year.  The  diseases  causing  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were 
as  follows:  Organic  disease  of  the  heart,  2;  pneumonia,  4;  and 
tetanus,  2.     No  other  disease  caused  more  than  one  death. 

The  total  annual  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and 
quarters,  was  77.39,  compared  with  89.73  for  last  month,  and  the 
total  noneffective  rate,  1.43,  compared  with  1.95  for  last  month. 
Each  of  these  rates  was  lower  than  for  the  same  month  last  year. 

The  diseases  next  to  malaria  causing  the  highest  admission 
rates,  in  the  order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were  diseases  of 
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the  digestive  system,  venereal  diseases,  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system  and  of  the  respiratory  system.  These  five  classes  of  dis- 
eases caused  59  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  hospitals. 

There  were  two  admissions  for  typhoid  fever,  giving  a  rate  of 
0.59  per  thousand.  The  case  reported  last  month  proved  to  be  an 
infection  of  undetermined  origin  and  the  diagnosis  was  changed 
accordingly.  The  rate  was  1.42  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
last  year. 

Effects  of  Race. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  death  rate  for  disease  for 
black  employees  were  144.84  and  5.36  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  366.04  and  5.41  for  white  employees.  The  noneffective  rate 
for  disease  and  injuries  for  black  employees  per  thousand  was 
9.50,  as  compared  with  18.44  for  white  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was 
64.30  per  thousand  for  blacks,  as  compared  with  144.25  for  whites. 

The  death  rate  for  Americans  was  9.43,  as  compared  with  7.66 
for  Europeans;  the  admission  rate  to  hospitals  for  disease  for  the 
latter  was  382.89,  as  compared  with  360.85  for  Americans.  The 
admission  rate  for  malaria  was  also  much  higher  among  the  Euro- 
peans, being  130.18,  as  compared  with  63.68  for  Americans. 

Deportations. 

There  were  13  deportations  accomplished  during  the  month,  all 
of  whom  were  employees;  for  disease,  10,  and  for  injury,  3. 

Canal  Zone. 

Among  the  37,533  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone  there  was  a  total 
of  46  deaths;  of  these  41  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of 
13.11  per  thousand  per  annum,  as  compared  with  16.23  for  the 
preceding  month  and  17.13  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 
Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age 
was  29,  compared  with  45  last  month. 

There  were  68  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  21.74  per  thousand. 
Of  these  births,  17  were  of  white  and  51  of  colored  children.  There 
were  no  deaths  of  white  and  9  deaths  of  colored  children  under  1 
year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  per  thousand  of  176  for 
colored  children,  and  for  the  total  132. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city  according  to  a  census  just  finished  is 
placed  at  60,000,  among  whom  there  was  a  total  of  168  deaths.  Of 
these.  160  deaths  were  from  diseases,  giving  a  rate  of  32.00  per  thou- 
sand, as  compared  with  23.55  for  the  preceding  month  and  36.63  for 
the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths  from 
disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  50,  compared  with 
49  last  month .  The  principal  causes  of  death  showing  an  increase  as 
compared  with  August  were:  Malaria,  15  deaths,  compared  with  6 
in  August:  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  33  deaths,  against  23  in 


August;  nephritis,  12  deaths  with  8  in  August;  and  cancer,  6 
deaths,  against  2  in  the  preceding  month. 

On  July  31st  one  case  of  beriberi  was  admitted  to  Santo  Tomas 
Hospital.  During  the  month  of  August  two  more  cases  were  ad- 
mitted, and  in  the  month  of  September  16  cases.  All  were  Pana- 
manian adult  males.  Nine  cases  were  from  Chiriqui  Prison,  five 
from  the  city  of  Panama,  four  from  the  city  of  David,  and  one  from 
the  city  of  Colon.  Among  the  19  cases  there  were  5  deaths.  The 
outbreak  is  being  carefully  investigated  and  a  full  report  will  be 
made  next  month. 

There  were  291  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  58.20  per  thou- 
sand.   The  infant  mortality  was  213  per  thousand. 

f  I  [Colon. 

According  to  a  recent  census,  the  population  of  the  city  is  29,331; 
among  whom  there  were  66  deaths;  all  of  which  were  from  disease, 
giving  a  rate  of  27.00  per  thousand  per  annum,  as  compared  with 
22.54  for  the  preceding  month  and  27.28  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under 
5  years  of  age  was  47,  compared  with  58  last  month. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  showing  an  increase  as  compared 
with  August  were:  Diseases  of  early  infancy,  15  against  7 ;  syphilis, 
3  against  0;  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  8  against  3;  and 
nephritis,  7  against  1. 

There  were  89  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  36.41  per  thousand. 
The  infant  mortality  was  213  per  thousand. 

HOSPITAL  DIVISION. 

Ancon  Hospital. 

During  the  month  the  average  number  of  patients  constantly  in 
hospital  was  517.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in  hospital  proper 
was  $1,972  gross  and  $0,925  net.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in 
the  insane  asylum  was  $0.49. 

BOARD    OF   HEALTH   LABORATORY. 

The  following  work,  in  addition  to  the  routine,  was  performed: 
Monthly  counts  throughout  the  seasons  were  begun  some  time 
ago  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  infestation  of  rats  by  fleas  and  to 
determine  the  effect  of  season  on  flea  propagation  in  this  region. 
During  the  past  month  from  0  to  9|  fleas  per  rat  were  counted, 
with  an  average  of  4.2  fleas  per  rat. 

The  method  of  combing  rats  for  fleas — particularly  plague- 
infected  rat  fleas — presents  certain  disadvantages  which  have  been 
obviated  by  the  following  method:  From  several  tests  it  was  found 
that  fleas  began  to  leave  a  killed  rat  as  early  as  fifteen  seconds 
after  death  and  all  had  left  the  body  a  little  more  than  two  hours 
and  fifteen  minutes  afterwards.  We  therefore  killed  the  rat  by 
cephalotripsy  and  immediately  placed  the  body  on  a  glass-rod 
grating  over  a  collection  of  water  in  a  very  large  glass  jar  or  the 
inverted  cover  of  a  garbage  can;  either  onp  will  answer  the  purpose. 
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The  fleas  soon  begin  to  leave  the  rat's  body  and  drop  into  the 
water,  and  may  be  conveniently  collected  by  means  of  a  medicine 
dropper.  We  have  obtained  higher  counts  in  this  way  than  by 
chloroforming  and  combing  or  by  any  other  method. 

During  the  month  specimens  of  Anopheles  apicimacula  have  been 
collected  from  several  sources.  At  Mount  Hope,  near  habitations, 
they  were  found  breeding  with  Anopheles  albimanus,  while  at  a 
place  near  Culebra  they  were  breeding  in  water  near  the  site  of 
an  abandoned  village.  This  species  heretofore  has  been  very 
uncommon  and  no  opportunities  arose  for  determining  whether  or 
not  it  was  an  efficient  host  for  the  carriage  of  malaria.  From  its 
resemblance  to  Anopheles  malefactor,  and  from  the  negative  result 
obtained  on  several  occasions  in  this  laboratory  with  Anopheles 
malefactor,  it  may  safely  be  regarded  as  a  noncarrier  of  malaria. 
Attempts  to  incriminate  Anopheles  apicimacula  by  biting  three 
different  cases  of  malaria,  each  one  containing  a  sufficiency  of 
gametes  in  the  peripheral  blood,  have  been  made,  properly  con- 
trolled with  Anopheles  albimanus,  but  neither  Anopheles  apici- 
macula nor  Anopheles  albimanus  could  be  infected.  These  experi- 
ments also  called  attention  to  a  fact  repeatedly  observed  in  this 
laboratory — that  not  every  gamete  carrier  is  infective  during  the 
entire  period  in  which  gametes  are  present  in  his  peripheral  blood. 
Incidently  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  specimens  of  Anopheles 
apicimacula  were  collected  as  larvae  and  were  suspected  as  being 
different  from  Anopheles  malefactor — the  common  mosquito  of  this 
group — by  noting  the  anatomical  characters  of  the  larvae,  for 
Anopheles  apicimacula  larvae  have  rudimentary  palmate  hairs  on 
the  first  and  second  abdominal  segments  and  on  the  thorax,  while 
Anopheles  malefactor  do  not.  This  observation  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  a  knowledge  of  larval  characters  in  field  work. 

Apparatus,  material,  charts,  photographs,  etc.,  are  being  col- 
lected and  prepared  for  the  exhibits  at  Panama  and  San  Francisco. 

The  series  of  examinations  of  placental  and  peripheral  blood  are 
being  continued  with  relation  to  the  diagnoses  of  malaria. 

Observations  have  been  collected  on  the  incidence  of  pellagra, 
of  gastric  and  duodenal  ulcers,  diseases  of  the  pancreas,  and  in- 
flammatory and  degenerative  conditions  in  the  large  joints. 

The  work  of  examining  stools  and  urines  bacteriologically,  for 
the  detection  of  typhoid  carriers,  is  being  continued;  one  carrier 
was  detected  during  the  month. 

FARM    FOR   DISABLED. 

The  per  capita  cost  was  $0.30  as  compared  with  $0.41  in  August. 
Grading  for  the  dairy  and  road  thereto  was  continued  during  the 
month.  Four  acres  of  corn  was  planted  and  other  miscellaneous 
farm  work  done. 

INSANE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  asylum  during 
September  was  nine;  with  one  exception,  the  smallest  number 
admitted  in  any  one  month  since  the  transfer  of  the  institution 
from  Miraflores  to  Ancon  in  October,  1907. 


Four  insane  Barbadians,  former  employees,  were  deported 
during  the  month,  and  three  United  States  soldiers  were  tiansf  erred 
to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  work  by  the  insane  at  the  Corozal  Farm  has  been  temporarily 
interrupted  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  stockade,  where  they  have 
been  quartered,  formerly  used  for  Zone  convicts  and  loaned  to 
Ancon  Hospital  was  again  required  by  the  police  division;  thus, 
necessitating  their  return  to  the  asylum,  pending  the  adaptation 
of  another  building  at  Corozal  for  their  accommodation. 

Six  electric  flatirons  have  been  received  and  installed  in  the 
asylum  laundry.  It  is  thought  that  by  replacing  the  ordinary 
flatirons  with  electrically  heated  irons,  work  in  this  department 
will  be  accomplished  more  expeditiously,  and  will  enable  the 
performance  of  an  increased  amount  of  laundry  work. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  during  the  month  was  excel- 
lent, there  having  been  less  illness  than  for  some  time  past. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 

Colon  Hospital. 

The  highest  number  of  patients  treated  on  any  one  day  during 
the  month  was  60;  the  lowest  number  32;  the  daily  average  being 
45.6.  The  average  number  of  employees  constantly  sick  was 
31.22.  The  average  number  of  days  treatment  per  employee 
was  7.01. 

The  deportation  of  12  persons  was  accomplished  during  the 
month. 

CHRONIC   WARD. 

The  department  of  chronics  was  transferrred  to  Ancon  Hospital 
on  the  first  of  the  month.  There  were  21.63  chronic  and  incurable 
patients  constantly  cared  for  during  the  month. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  51,  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  month.  The  per 
capita  cost  per  patient  was  $0.90. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

During  the  month  a  total  of  1,415  patients  were  treated  in  the 
wards,  as  compared  with  1,307  for  the  month  of  August.  The 
-daily  average  number  of  patients  in  hospital  was  433,  as  com- 
pared with  379  for  the  preceding  month.  The  total  number  of 
hospital  days  for  the  month  was  12,991,  as  compared  with  11,680 
for  August.     The  per  capita  cost  was  $0.8026. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  month  was  75,  and  births  90, 
as  compared  with  56  and  80  for  the  preceding  month.  Of  those 
dying  during  the  month,  11  gave  Colon  as  their  residence. 

During  the  early  days  of  the  month  the  number  of  beriberi 
cases  admitted  increased,  and  the  case  mortality  was  high.    More 
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than  one-half  of  the  cases  came  from  Chiriqui  prison,  and  the 
remainder  from  different  parts  of  the  Republic — several  from  the 
Province  of  Chiriqui,  on  the  Costa  Rican  border.  The  number 
admitted  for  the  latter  part  of  the  month  has  decreased  materially. 

Malaria  is  increasing,  and  a  majority  of  the  admissions  for  this 
cause  show  estivoautumnal  infection. 

Typhoid  fever  showed  but  a  single  admission,  and  diphtheria 
seems  to  have  disappeared. 

The  hospital  now  averages  over  450  patients  per  day,  and  there 
seems  but  small  prospect  of  a  decrease  in  this  number  for  some 
time  to  come.  This  morbidity  is  not  due  to  health  conditions  in 
Panama,  but  to  the  fact  that  Santo  Tomas  Hospital  is  now  receiv- 
ing its  patients  from  among  the  same  class  of  people  who  formerly 
were  admitted  to  Ancon,  Colon,  and  other  commission  hospitals 
and  sick  camps.  Many  of  the  patients  give  Colon  and  the  outly- 
ing provinces  as  their  residences.  Lack  of  employment,  of  suit- 
able and  sufficient  food,  and  of  proper  housing  are  all  contributing 
causes  to  the  large  hospital  rate  now  experienced  by  the  hospital. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVI. 

DISTRICT   DISPENSARIES. 

The  dispensary  having  the  highest  admission  rate  for  malaria 
was  Corozal,  with  an  average  weekly  percentage  of  0.30;  that  hav- 
ing the  lowest  was  Gatun,  with  a  percentage  of  0.05. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  IX. 

SANITATION,  CANAL  ZONE. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  in  the  zone  have  continued 
good.  -The  malaria  rate  continues  very  low,  the  incidence  among 
employees  having  touched  a  lower  point  than  in  any  previous  month 
in  the  history  of  the  canal.  As  the  rainy  season  is  fully  developed, 
this  is  considered  very  satisfactory.  The  efforts  to  induce  em- 
ployees to  continue  treatment  for  an  adequate  period  of  time  are 
having  some  effect,  though  not  so  much  as  is  desired. 

There  were  two  cases  of  typhoid  among  employees,  one  from 
Colon,  apparently  due  to  the  eating  of  raw  "conchs"  gathered  from 
sewage-polluted  mud  flats,  and  one  from  Panama,  apparently  due 
to  the  use  of  water  seeping  from  a  bank  thickly  honeycombed  with 
privy  pits. 

The  examination  of  employees  in  hotels  and  messes  is  still  going 
on,  and  unfit  or  dangerous  persons  are  eliminated  from  that  service. 
As  may  be  noted  in  Table  XVII,  the  use  of  larvacide  has  been  so 
greatly  reduced  as  to  be  almost  discontinued.  This  is  due  to  the 
curtailment  by  war  conditions  of  the  supply  of  crude  carbolic  and 
an  effort  in  consequence  to  limit  the  use  of  larvacide  as  much  as 
possible.  The  antimosquito  work  has  in  no  wise  suffered,  and  as 
the  saving  in  money  is  large,  it  is  improbable  that  larvacide  will 
again  be  used  so  extensively  as  before.  In  one  district  the  present 
consumption  is  only  1  per  cent  of  that  formerly  obtaining. 

The  population  of  the  zone  continues  to  shift  to  the  two  ends  and 
Empire  is  now  virtually,  though  not  actually,  depopulated.

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SANITATION— PAN  AM  A . 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Typhoid  fever . — Three  cases  were  reported  for  this  period.  With 
one  case  it  was  very  doubtful  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  diagnosis, 
leaving  two  cases  which  gave  positive  blood  cultures.  In  the 
doubtful  case  a  search  for  supposed  carrier  was  made,  but  the  labo- 
ratory examination  of  excreta  of  the  suspects  proved  in  all  cases  to 
be  negative. 

Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever. — No  case  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever  was  reported  to  or  discovered  by  this  office  during  the  month. 

One  case  of  measles  and  one  case  of  leprosy  were  reported. 

Malaria. — There  has  been  an  increase  in  malaria,  as  already  noted, 
in  the  past  two  months,  which  is,  in  part,  explained  by  the  fact  that 
a  large  amount  of  construction  work  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
suburbs  of  the  city,  which  points  are  in  close  proximity  to  well- 
known  Anopheles  breeding  areas.  Blue-print  maps  of  the  city  are 
being  made  to  give  a  more  comprehensive  study  of  the  location  of 
occurrences  of  malarial  infections.  It  is  already  proven  that  the 
greatest  number  of  cases  arise  east  of  the  Panama  Railroad  tracks. 

Vaccination. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  performed  during  the  month  was 
4,293.  The  vaccination  has  been  general  throughout  the  city,  and 
we  find  there  has  been  very  little  opposition.  No  serious  infection 
resulting  has  been  reported  to  the  office. 

Mosquito,  Fly,  and  Rat  Work. 

The  number  of  mosquito-breeding  places  found  shows  a  reduction 
over  last  month.  In  every  case  where  mosquito  or  fly  breeding  is 
found,  we  now  take  the  name  of  the  property  owner  and  location  of 
the  property  of  the  delinquent,  and  he  is  sent  a  form  letter,  in  use 
by  this  office,  informing  him  of  his  responsibility  and  liability,  and 
instructing  him  how  to  locate  and  destroy  such  breeding.  He  is 
warned  that  he  will  be  fined  if  he  does  not  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  such  a  nuisance  on  his  property. 

A  lecture  on  mosquitoes  has  been  prepared  in  Spanish  for  the  use 
of  the  older  children  in  the  public  schools  and  large  bottles  con- 
taining larva?  are  being  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  schools  to  be 
shown  in  connection  with  the  lecture.  An  appeal  is  made  to  the 
school  children  to  search  for  "wrigglers"  and  destroy  them,  thus 
aiding  sanitary  work  for  their  city.  Much  interest  is  being  aroused, 
and  as  the  result  we  hope  to  have  in  the  field  hundreds  of  youthful 
inspectors  who  will  give  valuable  assistance  in  mosquito  "eradica- 
tion. 

Flies. — It  was  discovered  that  extensive  fly  breeding  is  occurring 
round  the  edges  of  the  public  dump,  especially  on  the  ground  sur- 
face where  the  garbage  is  deposited  prior  to  being  thrown  on  the  fire. 
The  soil  there  affords  an  ideal  medium  for  fly  propagation;  i.  e., 
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moisture,  grease,  and  earth,  and  fly  larvae  are  found  there  in  great 
numbers.  These  are  scraped  up  daily  and  thrown  upon  the  hot 
ashes,  the  ground  surface  afterwards  being  sprayed  with  a  strong 
solution  of  larvacide,  in  order  to  destroy  any  larvae  overlooked  and 
to  repel  adult  flies. 

Fifteen  large  fly  traps  of  the  "Bath"  pattern  and  "Army"  type 
were  installed  round  the  dump,  and  during  twelve  days  took  eighty 
quarts  of  adult  flies.  Thirteen  thousand  flies  per  quart  is  the  stand- 
ard generally  accepted.  Spoiled  meat  and  fish  prove  to  be  the  best 
form  of  bait.     Additional  traps  are  being  installed. 

The  number  of  flies  in  the  streets,  markets,  and  fruit  stands  is 
noticeably  less.  Fly  breeding  is  still  being  found  in  and  around 
the  stables  of  the  city,  the  breeding  places  there  being  treated  with 
larvacide. 

Garbage  Collection. 

The  collection  of  garbage  for  this  city  was  successfully  carried  on 
throughout  the  month.  In  all  parts  of  the  city  the  garbage  is  col- 
lected once  daily,  and  in  the  more  congested  parts  twice  a  day. 
Owing  to  the  recent  heavy  rains  and  the  shortage  of  inflammable 
material  usually  collected  from  the  streets,  the  garbage  has  not  been 
sufficiently  well  cremated,  when  extensive  fly  breeding  occurred 
as  noted  above.     It  is  now  under  control. 

The  installing  of  self-closing  covers  on  garbage  cans  in  tenement 
districts  continues  and  will  prove  of  practical  value. 

Street  Cleaning. 

The  street  sweeping  machine  has  been  put  in  service  and  the 
results  obtained  are  satisfactory  and  show  a  slight  reduction  in  cost 
per  square  yard  cleaned.  Its  use  has  been  entirely  at  night  when 
the  traffic  is  lighter  and  there  is  less  interruption  to  its  progress.  A 
street  sprinkler  precedes  the  sweeper  and  a  squad  of  men  with 
brooms  and  push  carts  follow  it  collecting  from  the  gutters  the 
d6bris  swept  therein  by  the  machine.  The  use  of  the  machine  on 
tiie  macadam  streets  is  impracticable,  thus  limiting  its  use  to  the 
paved  streets  of  vitrified  brick,  or  concreted.  A  number  of  the 
gangs  for  work  on  the  streets  during  the  day  are  still  retained  though 
there  has  been  some  reduction  in  the  forces. 

Buildings. 

The  repairing  of  buildings  in  accordance  with  the  sanitary  rules 
and  regulations  is  progressing  rapidly.  Since  April  1,  921  per- 
mits have  been  issued  for  construction  and  repair,  and  of  this 
number  63  per  cent  is  completed.  Thirty-one  old  buildings  which 
could  not  be  repaired  were  demolished,  the  work  being  done  in 
most  cases  by  the  owners  of  the  properties.  The  work  is  being 
carried  on  systematically  with  the  aid  of  the  map  of  the  city,  and 
the  rat-proofing  features  are  being  carefully  observed.

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SANITATION— COLON . 

The  new  drainage  system  at  the  coaling  station,  Cristobal,  ha§ 
been  completed  and  all  mosquito  breeding  on  Mindi  Island  elimi- 
nated, thus  effecting  a  marked  reduction  of  the  malaria  rate  in 
Cristobal  and  Colon . 

An  inspection  of  the  six  dredges  in  the  Atlantic  Division  was 
made  and  the  health  conditions  were  found  generally  to  be  very 
good. 

The  census  of  the  city  of  Colon  was  taken  which  showed  an 
increase  of  about  9,000  population  over  the  last  census,  in  1911. 

A  plan  has  been  inaugurated  by  which  all  reported  cases  of 
tuberculosis  are  investigated  and  the  patients  instructed  in  matters 
of  personal  hygiene  and  prophylaxis.  All  quarters  of  persons  dying 
of  tuberculosis  are  to  be  disinfected. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  dredging  division  for 
hydraulic  filling  of  the  large  swamp  areas  between  Mount  Hope 
and  Colon. 

Two  bakeries  in  Colon  were  closed  for  sanitary  reasons. 

Vaccinations  have  been  temporarily  suspended  during  the 
month  on  account  of  the  late  arrival  of  vaccine  and  the  temporary 
detail  of  an  inspector  for  this  work  in  the  city  of  Panama. 

The  disinfection  of  all  school  books  in  the  schools  at  Mount  Hope 
and  Cristobal  was  completed  prior  to  the  opening  of  schools  on 
October  1.

QUARANTINE  SERVICE. 

The  plague  situation  in  general  is  about  the  same  as  last  month. 
Ships  from  New  Orleans  and  Havana,  Cuba,  are  being  required  to 
carry  out  the  quarantine  regulations  prior  to  departure  from  these 
ports.  From  Santiago,  Cuba,  where  a  new  case  of  plague  occurred 
recently,  very  little  shipping  is  arriving.  The  situation  in  South 
America  presents  no  appreciable  changes.  No  quarantinable 
diseases  have  arrived  at  any  of  our  ports  during  the  month. 

With  reference  to  immigration,  it  is  noted  that  arrivals  from 
Jamaica  and  the  West  Indies  have  failed  off  about  25  per  cent  from 
last  month,  and  from  Bocas  del  Toro  a  decrease  from  last  month  of 
about  two-thirds. 

The  total  apparent  decrease  for  the  month  is  1,228,  as  against  697 
for  the  month  of  August.
